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Heavenand Earth, from we Ge and Rage of his Cruel Per- 
ſecutors; and as concerning him, that Teſtimony is now fnifhed, 
his Soul being gathered unto God, and to the Spirits of Juſt 
Men who formerly ſuffered,. he now ſeepeth and is at Ret 
with them, where the Wicked ceaſe ſrem troubling, ang-where 
the FW try e.5t Ret, w—_ the Paiſongsgs Reſt together, 
they heap not the V e of e Opprefſgg.) He for Conſdence 
ſake in Obedience to the Commands of Chrift, refuſing to pay 
Tythes to one #'ifliom Chamberline, alias Luckly, of the ſame 
Pariſh, Tythemcnger, fox about one Acre and—— of Wheat 
(the Tythe of which is valued tobe, worth about. 7 s.) was ſub- 
pzned irto the Exchequer, and for nat Appeazing, a Writ was 
taken out againſt him to attach ang impriſon his Body, in the 
Name of one Anne ores Widow of Greenethaws in the Pariſh of 
Aſtbritle and County of Somerſer, Impropriator of the Tythe 
of Burliſcembe , aſoreſaid, And, about the 17th day of the 4th 
moneth, 1679. his Body was attached, and committed unte 
Priſon in Thowgs Pariſh, in, Exe, where he remained a Priſoner 
about ſeven cr eigtt Weeks; in which time of his being there, 
ſome Friend of his conſidering his Age, and perceiving the 
Weakneſs. of his Body, in tender Love and ReſpeRt to him, he 
ef/"g ſeveral Miles diſtant from his Children, who ſhould take 
c of him.as Age, and Weakneſs doth require, thought good 

to Teck his Reſealment, which was accordingly obtained : But 
the Adverlary. not regarding his Age, Weakneſs, nor the 
Ground of his detaining Tythe (which was only for Conſcierce 
ſake) nor the Smalneſs of the Sum demanded tobe Cue (which 
if G-R. had paid, he muſt make Shipwrack of a Good Conſci- 
eocceand Peace with: God) in much Hardneſs of Heart by this 
Agdverſary the Ation was again revived, and-another Attach- 
c forth, and, his Body was apprehended: ard carryed 

unto Priſon upon the 11th of the 12th moneth, 1679. and there 
he remained Priſoner about eleaven Weeks (having ſowe Li- 
berty from the Keeper to be without the Keys) until the Se-

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HAS he ferFi43Ted) in the Love and. Favour of God, yield- 
ing up his Spirit unto him that gave it, there being preſent with 
him at that cimie, another Friend, by Name-Kobere Welch, who 
th een alſo inthe Sheriffs Cuſtoly, a Priſoner ſeveral Years, 
ah! fill remaideth there upon tine Account of Tythes, And now 
his Body being removed from off the Earth, and his Bed made in 
the Duſt, his Life ſhall Reign in Dominion over the Hearts of his 
Advetſaries: And þy Death he having Overcome and gotten Vi- 
ory over them al}, through Chriſt, who hath Rtrengthened 
him; andhaving thus Suffcred for him, ſhall undoubtedly Reign 
with him in that Glory at the Right Hand of God, where-wit 
the Son was Glorificd with the Father from the Beginning, 
where the Deftroying, Perſecutins Spirit ſhall never come. 

And his T.ſtimony to the Truth againſt Tythes, be having 
thu C.f-:rcd inPrifon till Death ſor it,hath as it were in ſome ſenc 
ſcaled it with his Bloods and it fhall ſtand as a Mcmoria!, - 
ſt nin» Teſtimony recorded to Ages and Generations to come, 
ag+.nſt ans ovcr all the Heads of ſuch Perſecuting Priefts, Im- 
propr-ators an.i Tythemongers whatſoever, who endeavour to 
make void the Law of Chriſt, and the Goſpel of Chriſt ; and 
Who wa]k contrary to him, and are not found treaCing in, his 
Foot-ftep-, nor in-the Foot-ſteps of the Flock, viz. his Dif- 
ciples and the Primitive C hr:ftiars, who received not Tythes, 
neither Sued any man at the Law, nor caſt any in Priſen for the 
not Payment thereof : But otherwife their Lord and Maſter 
Chriſt commanded them, ſaying, As ye go, Preach, ſaying, the 
King dom of Heaven is at hand, &c. Mat. 3.2% Freely ye have 
reccuuved, freely give;, freely miniſter of the Ability God hath gruge 
ro you, whither things Spiritual or Temporal as a'lo faith the A- 
Poftle.——And further ſaith Chriſt , /nto whatſoever City, 
Townor Houſe ye come, inquire who #1 Worthy, and if they receive 
you well, let your Peace then reſt upon it, and in the ſame Houſe 
remain eating and drinking ſuch things as they give; for the La- 
benrer is worthy of bus Fre: Go not from Houſe. ty Houſe. Bu 
if they receive yok nit 5 What then *, Shake off the Duft of your 
Shoerthat cleaveth to your Feet as a Teſtimony agu1nft them 5; and 
it ſhall be (faith Chrift) wore tolerable for Sodom and ger 
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rah inthe Day of Judgment than fo? that Cty, Luke 16. 8, 9, 16; 
11,12. as more largely inthe Striptures may be read, * | 
_ So all may fee how contrary ſuch are, in Life and Converſa- 
tion, in Work and PraRice to the Dodtrine of Chriſt, and to the 
practice of the Primitive Chriſtians (though they pretend them- 
ſelves to be Chriftians) who rake and plunder away by a Law 
the Goods of innocent ſober People, and who caſt in Priſon their 
Bodies, and many times detain them there till Death. But cer- 
tainly this will not ſerve their turn- in the Day of Account, when 
God ſhall Judpe the ſecrets of all Hearts; their Law then witl 
not ſtand them by in any ſtead to appeaſe or pacify the Anger and 
Wrath of God that will break forth upon ſuch, if they Repent 
not ; neither will it excuſe them for their Cruelty in the fight of 
God, no more than did that Law which the wicked Fews made 
uſe of to crucifie Chriſt by, who thought they did well in put- 
ting him to Death, cryecd out and ſajd, We have a Lew, and by 
our Law beought to dye : Crucific him, Crueifie him ; let his Blood 
be upon u4 and upon our Children. 


But ſome may ſay,, What Law had they ? 


A Law given by Moſes the Servant of God, Lev. 24. 16. And 
be that blaſphemeth the Name of the Lord ſhall ſurely be put to 
Death. 

Now the chief Prieſts and Elders falſly accuſing Chrift, ſaid 
be was 4 Blaſphemer: Why? Beeaxſe, ſaid they, he hath 
wade himſelf the Son of God. Then ſaid the High Prict, He 
bath ſpoken Blaſphemy ;, what further need have we of Witneſſes ? 
Behold now ye have heard his Blaſphemwy: What think ye? They 
Anſwered and ſaid, Hes guiltyof Death. 

So in ſome ſenſe it is with many in this Nation, who cry our, 
and ſay, Tythes (that unjuſt Oppreſſion, under which the Na- 
tion groans) are our Due, we have a Law forit; and though 
there is a People that for Conſcience ſake refuſe to pay it, and ſay, 

its not our D ae by the Law of God and Chrift (though you elaim 
it by the Law of Man) yet ſay we (Pricfts and Impropriators) 
byonr Law they enght to Pay, if not, they ſhall ſurely Suffer, we 
will proſeente the Law ; And as for the Fudgwents of Ged that 


way enſue therefore, either bere or hereaftcr, wee'l venture it, let 
them fallonw: And asto the Curſe that may follow for our Cru- 
elty; f any be, let that reft upon our Pofterity, Well, if of ſuch 
a mind, who ever thou art, mind a little further, and confider 
the fad ftate afterwards of thoſe Perſceuting, Mudering Fews, 
(of whom Chrift ſaid, It was almoſt impeſſible for a Prophet or a 
man of God to Periſh but emensft them) of whom once Tythes 
under the Law were required, and freely without any Carnal 
Compu'ſ:on was it then to be brought into the place appointed; 
anJ it was for ſuch uſes and purpoſes as God by his Servant ſes 
had ordained it in that Day : which Tythes and Offerings under 
that Levitics! Diſpenſation, Pricthood and Miniſtry, when 
thus brought into the Store- Houſes, were allotted for the Tribe 
of Levi, who had no Inheritance or ſhare of Land among 
their Brethren, and who ſerved the Tabernacle, and who wait- 
ed on the Altar, and alſo for the Relief of the Poor, the Strar- 
ers, the Fatherleſs, and the Widows that were within thei: 
Gates. So then not only for the Prieſts to enrich themſelves 
thereby, nor to Feed and Cloath themſelves only with the Profits 
thereof; Nay, nay : Nor yet for greedy Impropriators, who 
through Covetouſneſs, and for the Love of Money, which is the 
Root of all Evil, that they might build their Neſts high, and be 
greater in the Earth, by joyning Houſe to Houſe, and by ad- 
ding Field to Field, purchaſed to themſelves (meeting with a 
cheap Bargain) as their Inheritance, that which was other mens 
Rights; and now fuch live upon, as may be ſaid, the Labour and 
and Sweat of othcr mens Brows, which Purchaſe they never had 
from God, Truth and Equity any juſt Right unto, nor by the 
Law of Moſes can demand or recover it ; for at that time theſe 
things were accounted Holy things, and as Offcrings were to 
be dedicated to the Lord; not to be Bought, not to be Sold, not 
to be Sct or Let after ſuch a manner, urito Impropriators, Tythe- 
mongers or Farmers, there was no ſuch Doings then—neither 
did Adoſes ordain a Prion to caft mens Bodies in if they 
brought not in their Tythes according to appointment, nos did 
he or the Magiſtrates then ifſue forth Writs, Warrants and Ex- 
ecutions (as the men of our Nation have done) that Wicked Pro- 
phane Bailiffs, andfuch like, ſhould take mens Goods _ by

force, who are, many of them, of the vileft of men, who wat- 
ter not to make whai Havock and Spoil they cau, of wha men 
have Honeftly and Induſtrivuſly Labourec tor, and Many times 
they will take three times more than what tt:cy cancemand: Se, 
ſce, O Pcople! ſee how far ſhort of the Fewsfh Keligion c o thete 
men come ; and en the other hand (may it noibe laid) how :ar 
Wo ſe and more Cruel than the Fews do the Practices of thele 
pretended Chriſtiens herein exceed ! ; 
An1 yet all this is done and ſuffered to be done in thi: Nation 
under a Profeliion of the Golpel, and of Chrifſt.anity, ang under 
pretence of Laws made by Chriſt:an-Magiſtrates, who think to 
np1o!d their Chrift'an-Miniſters (as they ſuppoſe) thereby , 
and {o hereby they have much ſtrengthened the hands of all 
cruel perfecuting Prieſts and Impropriators, who are ready 
enough to take the utmoſt Advantage that theLaw wll give them 
herein againft ſuch Honeſt Sober People: all which Doings are 
very conirary unto the Mind of God, who hateth Opprefſien, 
and to the Command of Chriſt Jelus, who came to ſet tree fram 
the Yoke of Bondage; and to the Scriptures of Truth, which do 
not at all juſt:fiz then; & allo to ti at very Law and Difpenſation 
that came by A7o/es, which never did allow of tuch Pratices as 
theſe, who in that very Day, ason this account, annexed no 
corporal Penalty thereunto, but Icft the People under the ſenſe 
of the Severity of that Judgment, Curſe or Puniſhm: nt, that 
Gol himſelf might inflit upon them , 1! they were Dilobedient 
herein,and did not anſwer to do wnat God thu. required of them 
in the time of that Diſpenſation, which 1 t5cy did, then on the 
other hand, tneBlcſſing of the Lord God of Hc«v:n and Earth 
was to come vypon them. As jts writtet, Dear, -8. Audit ſhall 
com: to paſs, of thou ſhalt bearken diligently unto the Voice of the 
Lord thy God, 's obſerve and to do all his Commands, which I 
command thee thu day, that the Lord thy Ged will ſet thee on High, 
above all the Nations of the Earth; and «ll th:fe Ble ſings ſhall 
6:me uponthe', and overtake thee, sf thou ſhalt hearken ane the 


V ouce of the Lord thy God;, Bleſſed ſhalt thow betn the City, and . 


blefſed ſhalt thou be in the Field, inthe Fruit of thy Body, and in 
the Frunt of thy Gronnd, &c. Bleſſed ſhalbe thy Backet andthy 
'Srorg ; 
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Jrere;, Bleſſed ſhalt tho be when thou geeft ont, ard whenthou co- 
meſt in, &c. : 

But a little further conſider, as hath been hinted ®, the 
ſad State of that People amd Nation'the Fews, in and ſoon after 
the dayes of Chriſt, whocame to Fulfil the Law, and toput an 
End-to T ythes, Oblations and Offcrings, and to aboliſh that 
Levitiea! Prixſt-hovd'and Worſhip, and to ſet up and eftabliſh 
a better, to bring People to Worſhip and Serve God in Spirit 
and in Truth, for ſuch Worſhip and Worſhippers the Father 
ſecketh,and is wel'-pleaſed with,concerning which,much might be 
written: Oh! that all forts of Perſecutors whatloever would but 
conſider what Judgments and Calamities ſoon after came upon 
them for their Evil Works, in that they Delpiled, Reſſted, 
Oppoſed and Reje&ed Chrift; Ha'ed before Magiſtrates, Abu- 
led, Impriſoned and put to Death them that were his Diſciples 
and as the Scriptures tcftifie, Cracified him their Lord and Ma- 
ſer, the Prince of Life and Peace, whom the World knew not, nor 
the Princes of it , fer if they had (as its written) they would not 
have Crucifted the Lord of Glory, and that after the moſt Vileſt 
manner, delivering him up to be Buffetted, and his Perſon to be 
Abuſed; they cloathed him in Purple, and crowned him with 
Thorns, Mecked at Him with a Salutation, #ale King of the Fews, 
Spit in his Face, and Bowing their Knees, Revilingly Worſhip- 
ped him ; and ſome ſmote him with the Palms of their Hands, 
laying, Prophecy now whom it is thay ſmiteth thee * gave 
him Vigeger to drink mingled with Gall; and thus Scoffing at 
him, and wagging their Heads, ſaid, He ſaved others, let him 
now ſave himſelf: If he be the Sonof God, let him now come down 
from the Croſs ; who was Crucifieq between two Thieves: And 
all this was done unto him, that they might tothe uttermeſt, as 
much as.in them lay, Trample under, Contemn and Deſpiſe his. 
Glory: So that the Saying of the Prophet was fulfilled, as its 
written, He was Opprefſed, and be was Aﬀiitted, yet he opened 
not his Month: He us brought as a Lambtothe Slaughter, and 4s 
4 Sheep before ber Sbearers is Dumb, ſo he openeth net his Month. 
w—— He hath poared out his Soul unto Death, and was newbered 
with the Tranſereſſors, as many of the Innocent. Servants of 
Chiiſt: in ſome relpeR have been, and are now in this Age and 
Generation,

Generation, accounted as Evil-doers, numbered with Trand- 
grefiors of the Law, Scditious, Stubborn, Rebellious People, 
Fiottexs 8nd Contrivess of Inlurrefion:, and fuck like ; brought 
before the Magiſtrates of the Nation, and as fuch, by ſome of 
them, they have been Fined, and their Goods Spoiled, theig 
Bodics Impriloned, and ca{tinto ſtinking Goals with Thieves, 
Murderers and other MaicfaQo1s, and many ofthem have there 
lain and ſuffered Impriſonment tili Death, for Truti*s-ſake and 
g00d Conlcience-fake, both towards God and Main. And of all 
which (landerous Accuſations, that they have thus falſly charged 
them with, the God of Heaven bearcth them Record, and his 
Light in all Conſciences doth teſtifie, that they are a Harmleſs 
Innocent People, clear from all ſuch things: Oh! that the Ma- 
giſtrates and People of this Nation would but conſiler ! Oh! 
that they would but lay it to heart alittle, what happened ſoon 
afterward unto that People and Nation, the Fews, who in that 
day Abuſed the Servants and Meſſengers of Truth (concerning 
whom Chriſt ſaid, /t ſhall be better for ſuch that « Mill-ftone were 
b.mmged about their Necks, and that they were caſt into the Sea and 
drowned, than that they ſhould offend one of th. ſe little Ones) and 
alſo who Crucified Chriſt the Prince of Life and Glory, deſpiſing 
hin, ſail, We will not have this Man to Rule over ms he ſhall not 
be our King ,, away with him, Crucifie him.;, Releaſe unto us Bat- 
rabasz; a> much as to ſay, Let Thieves, Murderers and otker 
MilefaQtors have their Liberty, and be ſet Free b:fore him; ſe- 
cure him, let himnot go, Puniſh him ſeverely by the Law, take 
his Life from him; he is a Blaſphemer, he ought to dye z who

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The Teſtimony of Faſper Batt for 
GEORGE RUSSEL. 


[| Have well known the {aid George Ruſſel for more than twenty 
years paſt, and fince my Knowledge of him | have this Te- 
timony for him, That in the general he was a man of an Ho- 
neft Harmleſs Converſation towards all men, loving his Neigh- 
bour. as himſelf, ,and willing todo to all men as he would they 
ſhould do unto; him; he received Truth in the Love of it ; he 
wasa man of a very Tender Spirit,beiog often melted into Tears 
in the ſenſe of the Lord's Preſence,and Loye of God towards him; 
and made it his Concernin his Capacity to gathes & bring others 
to the Knowledge & Enjoyment of 4he ame Love, often viſiting 
his Neighbours and Acquaitange,' inviting and perſwaging them 
to accept of, and, not to negle& the, Day: of gheir Viſtation, 
putting them- in mind -of their Latter-end' and Day of Ac- 
count z inviting and calling upon his Neighbours and Friends, as 
Opportunity might be had, to come. and hear the Declaration 
of Truth, freely giving up him(clf and,gl}, that, he had. for. its 
Setvice, it being the Joy.of \his Heart to, obtain.an Qpperiwity 
to be ferviceable to the Lord and hug-Renple, andte brecciye 2g 
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Entertain the Lord's a elpceially ſuch whom the Lord 
fent forth as Labourers in his Vineyard z and the Lord*s Blefſi 
in aldwas with him ;, for he ſaw Truth's Proſperity, aid many 0 
his Acquaintance brought to the Knowledge of it. He was 
faithful in his Teſtimony againſt the Falſe Worſhips andVain Cv 
ftoms of the World, and in particular againſt that great (Ops 
preſſion of TYTHES, wherein his Concern was but ſmall; he- 
ving but a ſmall Eftate as ts the outward; and though the Matter 
wa: but {mall on that account required of him,yethe choſe rather 
to lay down his Life a Priſogcr, than to make ſhipwrack ofa good 
Conſcience. | | 

And I cannot welfl omit the taking natice of the SottiſhCruel- 
ty and Deſperate Hardneſs of his Adverſary (not often to be 
parallell'd,) who not regarding his Age of Eighty Three Years, 
his Weakneſs (which y attends fuch Old Age) the Small- 
neſs of the Sum required, or that by their Law might be due, 
(viz.) Seven or Eight Shillings, nor the Ground or Caule of his 
Refuſal to pay it, which was only for Good Conſcience fake, of 
which he could not make Shipwrack for all the Riches of this 
World; however (it ſeem;) ſuch was the Hard-hearted Cru- 
elty of this Adverlary (as being of that Generation whoſe Ten- 
der Mcrcics are Cruel} he reſolved to have bu Tythes or hu Lifes 
But honeſt G. R. choſe rather to lay down this Mortal Life than 
hazard the Loſs of Everlaſting Life. He was a man greatly fa- 
tisficd in the Love of God towards him, and in the Proſperity of 
the Lord's Work, and of a” very Contented and Chearful Life 
and Converſation, even living above Viſible Things. I was with 
him in the time of his late Imprifonment, where though he was 
weak and feeble of Body, lying on the Bed, yet hc manifeſted 
great Joy and Gladnefs of Spirit, rejoycing in the Goodneſs 
and Love of God towards him, ſaying, Jt was never better with 
bis. —_ —— 

And ſo having ſealed his Teftimeony with his Life, his Memori- 
al is blefſed, and his innocent harmleſs Life, his tender melting 
Spirit, and the often appearance of the Springs of Life in bim, 
and the precious Fellowſhip which therein we en'oved with t:im, 
Rill yields a good Savour to many of the Lord's Faithful Ones 
which are left bchind, and is freſh in our Remembrance, and 
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dead; hereinhe yet lives amongſt us, and we reftthit in 
the ſenſc and feeling thereof. | 
And {o, lethis Name ftand recorded among the Noble Arm 
of. the Lamb's Followers, as-one'of them who loved not his Life: 
tothe Death, and hath overcome” through Sufferings, by the 
Blood of: the Lamb and the Word'of hi: Teſtimony, EP ihew 
with the Losd's Redeemed Ones on Aſotine S507, , where there is 
an End of Sorrow: and Suffering, and all Tears are wip't away ; 
and where everlaſting Praiſes and Halelvjah, Honour, Dominion 
and Thankſgiving are ſounded forth and returned to theLord,and 
to the Lamb,who was dead and is alive,who firs upon theThrone, 
and livesand faigns overall forever and for everore, Amen.
